CWNA BOARD HAPPENINGS 

On September 21 St Tom Hallenbeck, Chairman of 
the CWNA Board sent the following letter to all 
CWNA Board members—-(/f should be noted that 
the Editor of the Newsletter is not a Board 
Member and considers his job when reporting to 
be simply a reporter of what is happening. When 
disagreements occur, the editor tries to remain 
neutral and just report the facts as he sees it ed.) 

I am officially requesting a board meeting, as per the 
CWNA by-laws of the CWNA Board of Governors. 
The meeting will be held at 2:00 PM on October 24. 
1998 at the Village Inn in Castle Rock, Colorado. If the 









Village Inn is not available then the back-up location is 
the VFW Hall in Colorado Springs. The purpose of the 
meeting is to appoint an election committee and the 
approval of the CWNA by-laws for reincorporating. 

We need to promptly address these issues so we can 
hold the upcoming elections at the appropriate time 
and have the new by-laws in place for the incoming 
officers. 

On October 23rd Tim Martin (President of the 
CWNA) sent this letter to the CWNA Board and 
Newsletter editor. (We received ours via Fax.) 

To the CWNA Board and the News Editor: 

When I agreed to run for the' position of Vice President 
of the CWNA, I understood my role to be that of 
assisting the President. The resignation of Chuck 
Wishon from his position as President left me with 
undesired responsibilities. Unfortunately, my personal 
and professional obligations prevent me from fulfilling 
this position sufficient for my own standards. My deci¬ 
sion has also been influenced by my experience over 
the past 1-1/2 years with the inertia and lack of coop¬ 
eration exhibited in the management of the organiza¬ 
tion. It is my suggestion that the membership consider 
dissolving the CWNA in an orderly fashion. 

Therefore consider this letter as my resignation from 
the position of President of the CWNA and as a board 
member thereof. 

The following is the preliminary minutes of the 
October 24th Board meeting as submitted by 
Jerry Morgan, Secretary/Treasurer and subject to 
approval by the Board. 

This Board Meeting was called September 21 by the 
Chairman of the Board after concerns were expressed 
by Board Members as to the failure of the President to 
act or to communicate with his fellow Board 
Members. The purpose of the meeting was to appoint 
an Election Committee and approve the CWNA by¬ 
laws for re-incorporating. 

The meeting was called to order by Tom Hallenbeck. 
Chairman of the Board at the Village Inn Restaurant in 
Castle Rock CO at 2:14 PM. All officers were present 
(Andy Breakey by Proxy to Tom Hallenbeck) with the 


exception of Dave Swearingen. The "minutes of the 
April 18th Annual Board Meeting were approx ed as 
published in the June Newsletter. The Treasurei's 
Report indicated funds increased S216.39 since the last 
meeting to $23, 211.21 in spite of a $500 payment to 
the lawyer for legal fees relating to the pending re¬ 
incorporation. 

The resignation letter of Tim Martin as President dated 
October 23. 1998 was read by the Chairman. A motion 
to accept this resignation was approved unanimoush . 
The Chairman expressed a lack of sui-pnse at this res¬ 
ignation and led a discussion responding to the letter 
and discussing the direction of the CWNA. The fol¬ 
lowing represents a summary of points made and 
agreed to by all Board Members: 

1) Chuck Wishon and Tim Martin as an Officer team 
had only been CWNA members for two years when 
they ran for the top two offices and after election 
seemed determined to run the CWNA more like a busi¬ 
ness than a fraternal organization. Their management 
style seemed to show a lack of respect for how previ¬ 
ous Boards operated. 

2) The Board strongly disagreed with Tim Martin's call 
for dissolution of the CWNA in his letter of resigna¬ 
tion. The level of activity of this organization has var¬ 
ied greatly in past years depending on the composition 
of the Board/Membership, finances and the state of the 
hobby. If the CWNA had dissolved during relativeh' 
quiet periods we would not have been able to host the 
ANA and conduct the "Pre-Show" in August 1996 
which resulted in the raising of $28. 646 in funds to be 
shared with local participating clubs and to fund future 
projects. 

3) Board Members should be able to enjoy the meet¬ 
ings and the organization. Although aggressixe and/oi- 
adversarial attitudes are not unusual among competing 
employees of a business corporation, they are noi 
appropriate in the governing of a relatively small fra¬ 
ternal group whose purpose is the sharing of informa¬ 
tion and numismatic hobb\’ experience. Membeis 
should recognize that Officers are donating their time. 
The Board stressed a desire to return to the more real¬ 
istic and friendly fraternal atmosphere of the past. 

4) The idea that the CWNA should take on large or a 
multitude of projects on a regular basis or be dissolved

is ridiculous. This fraternal group needs to stay togeth¬ 
er by keeping communication going through the 
Newsletter {the newsletter editor welcomes any or all 
letters on this or other topics at any time)and regular 
Board Meetings. A project should only be undertaken 
if it will match the human resources available at that 
time. 

Jerry Morgan as the remaining member of the 
Incorporation Committee gave a report on re-incorpo¬ 
ration progress. He indicated the procedure outlined in 
the "Minutes" of April 18th had not been followed. He 
telephoned the President in May offering to handle the 
teleconferencing with the Board to approve the "By- 
Laws" changes so we could proceed to have a 2nd 
draft prepared by the lawyer. The President insisted on 
personally handling this procedure. Since there was no 
further communication from the President no further 
action could be taken by the Secretary/Treasurer. 
Various Board Members indicated they had not been 
called. A motion was made and passed unanimously 
approving By-Laws changes and directing Jerry 
Morgan to proceed. The next annual Board Meeting 
will be delayed until it can be combined with a Special 
Membership Board Meeting to approve the "Articles 
of Incorporation" and "By-Laws" of the new corpora¬ 
tion. 

The Secretary/Treasurer reported that CWNA histori¬ 
cal records for the years 1962-1965 and 1978-1989 
were checked out by the President (Chuck Wishon) on 
June 17th 1997 as per the Board's directive. They have 
not been returned. Since Chuck indicated he gave them 
to Tim Martin, a letter was sent to Tim on March 19th 
1998 formally requesting their return to the custody of 
the Secretary-Treasurer as per the By-Laws. A motion 
was unanimously passed directing the Secretary/ 
Treasurer to once again attempt to secure these impor¬ 
tant records. 

Tom Hallenbeck appointed Dick Johnson, Allen Nye 
and Jerry Morgan to the "Election Committee" for the 
1999-2000 term of office. Committee members are to 
seek candidates from their respective regions. 

Tom Hallenbeck appointed Allen Nye and himself to a 
"Showcase Committee" to research the feasibility of 
selling some of the old, narrow showcases to Club 
Members and research the cost of purchasing new 
deep ones.

The following article 1st appeared as a Guest 
Commentary in the November 16th issue of Coin 
World. We reprint this with the kind permission of 
Bob Rhue a local Denver dealer and CWNA 
member. 

My longtime friend, Daniel^rown, died July 21 at 
Sun City West Arizona at the age of 85. His qual¬ 
ity of life had deteriorated markedly in the past 
few years due to physical ailments, and he 
passed away peacefully in his home with his wife 
of 66 years, Thelma at his side. 

I first met Dan in 1954 when I was just 10 years 
old. I had inherited a little box of foreign coins 
from my grandfather who had died that year and 
I took them into Dan's coin shop in downtown 
Denver to see how much my new found treasure 
was worth. I was seriously dismayed that they 
were worth "nothing." However, Dan's friendliness 
and the affordability of the Indian Head pennies 
on display at three cents a piece seriously piqued 
my interest. Even on my meager earnings as a 
10-year-old I could afford to fill in most of the 
holes in the Whitman Coin albums. Most coins to 
fill these able cold be found in circulation at that 
time. 

I went from working on one series to another, 
never losing interest in coins. A lot of what made 
coins so fun and rewarding for me was Dan's 
interest in helping me complete my collections 
and the sense of fair play that he always had in 
dealing with me. 

Certainly there were a lot of times over those 
beginning years when he could have taken 
advantage of me, but he did just the opposite. He 
taught me early the value of buying the best I 
could afford, and he would extend me credit, even 
as a young kid, to buy those expensive "key 
dates" that I couldn't find in circulation. 

Dan and Thelma worked together in the shop in 
those early days, and I always looked forward to 
spending the day at their shop looking through 



their coins and getting treated to the hamburger 
lunch that they would always buy me. To this day 
Thelma still refers to me as "Little Bobby." 

After a robbery in 1973 Dan sold his shop and 
moved to a more secure office setting. He dealt 
part time in coins virtually until the time he died. 
He was always well respected in the dealer com¬ 
munity for his integrity and his overall knowledge 
of coins. He was one of the last dealers of his era. 
He and Thelma were good friends with many of 
the other big names of his time, i.e. the Bebees, 
the Hy Browns, David and Catherine Bullowa, the 
Kreisbergs, the Kosoffs, the Kagins, Sol Kaplan, 
Norm Shultz, and B. Max Mehl, Wayte Raymond, 
Earl Parker, and many others. 

Dan and Thelma enjoyed more than anything the 
social opportunities that the coin conventions 
offered; and also they enjoyed world travel. They 
went on dozens of trips to Europe, Africa, the Far 
East and most other major ports around the 
world. Dan always enjoyed sharing stories about 
their travel adventures and especially their dining 
experiences. He was one of the founding mem¬ 
bers of the Professional Numismatists Guild and 
was always particularly proud of his affiliation with 
that organization, the American Numismatic 
Association and the United States Assay 
Commission. I will always remember Dan for his 
having been a role model for me in the value of a 
high level of integrity, a sense of fair play, and the 
value of friendships that can be made in our 
hobby.

Robert Hoge is the curator of the ANA Museum 
in Colorado Springs and has as much knowledge 
of and love for numismatics as anyone I know. 

I had already known Dan Brown for several years 
when he became the General Chairman of the 
1963 ANA Convention, in Denver. He made a 
point of inviting me to the show, and this then 
became the first ANA convention that I ever 
attended. Dan loved to share his enthusiasm for 
numismatics, and it was my good fortune, as a 
young boy, to have met him and to have become 
the recipient of his kindness and generosity. 


Visiting Dan's little shop by Colfax and Broadway 
in Denver was always a special treat for me. My 
father would just drop me off at Dan's when he 
had occasion to go to Denver for one reason or 
another, and I would pass the time to my heart's 
content looking at the broad range of items Dan 
offered. And he would always have "special" 
things he wanted me to see-something that he 
had just gotten in, something that especially 
appealed to him, or even something he thought 1 
might possibly be able to afford to buy. He would 
invariably invite me back behind his counter, seat 
me at his desk, and start regaling me with numis¬ 
matic lore-sharing his knowledge and showing 
me many of his favorite items. On a youngster's 
limited funds, it was very hard for me to select 
coins that 1 might want to buy from Dan's eclectic 
stock; understanding my predicament, Dan would 
simply suggest that I take home all the ones I 
liked and think about the choices at my leisure. 
Wow! Of course, I no doubt ended up buying 
more than I would have otherwise, but Dan's 
thoughtfulness made a big impression. 

On one occasion, Dan's thoughtfulness and 
understanding showed in a different way how dif¬ 
ferent he was from what, I am afraid, many of us 
tend to expect as a norm for coin dealers. By the 
time I got into High School, there came a time 
when I needed money and decided to sell part of 
my little collection. When I went to Dan to offer 
him the coins, he got a wistful look on his face 
and said, "you would really like not to sell these 
coins, wouldn't you? I'll tell you what; I'm just 
going to loan you some money, with no interest, 
for as long as you need it, and it will be just 
between us. You love those coins; keep 'em. 
Now 1 don't want to hear anymore about it..." I still 
have those coins, and I'll never forget that man 
and his unbusiness-like kindness. 

1 kept in touch with Dan over the years, going 
through periods when I was not actively collect¬ 
ing, and others when 1 might buy whatever struck 
my fancy (as long as it was inexpensive!). He had 
already retired when he and his wife, Thelma, 
came to my wedding as welcome guests and met 
my bride. After I was hired by the ANA as the 
Museum Curator, Dan would invite me to come as 
his guest to the ANA Convention meetings/parties 


of the OTACS (Old Time Assay Commission 
Society) on those occasions when 1 was able to 
attend the convention. He enjoyed reminiscing 
about his experiences as a coin dealer for 40 
years in Denver and around the country at shows. 
He fondly recalled his travels with his friends 
Aubrey and Adeline Bebee, and remembered 
other leading dealers now no longer with us, like 
Edward Gans, Abe Kosoff and Al Overton. I think 
he worried on my behalf that in working for the 
ANA it might happen that I would lose something 
of my enthusiasm for numismatics, and I feel that 
he was relieved that this did not turn out to be the 
case. It was a pleasure and an honor for me to 
give him tours of the ANA Museum's galleries, 
looking at the wonderful collections that he and so 
many other members had been able to build in 
this relatively young institution in Colorado 
Springs. 

I truly miss Dan, as must everyone else who knew 
him. I know that 1 owe to him a good deal of the 
breadth of my interest in numismatics. Not only 
did he let me study his stock, and make purchas¬ 
es at discounts, but he advised my parents in 
buying selected pieces for me as little gifts when 
I was growing up, to the extent that my own small 
personal collection, and the fun I have had with it, 
owes much to his tutelage. From time to time, he 
would even give me, for free, coins that he 
thought I would enjoy. Dan did not become one 
of the "high rolling" dealers who advertise them¬ 
selves so prolifically today. But what he may not 
have attained in material wealth, I am sure he 
more than made up for in the feelings for him that 
are held by those like me who knew him as a 
unique human being. 

NEW LESHER DOLLAR DISCOVERED! 

A previously unreported variety of a Lesher 
Referendum Dollar was recently purchased by 
Tom Hallenbeck of the Ken Hallenbeck Coin 
Gallery in Colorado Springs. The new discovery 
coin is a "A.W. Clark, Druggist, Denver, Colo. No. 
1". This unique variety is an imprint type 
(HK=791) with all capital letter engraving on the 
obverse. 

Lesher Dollars were originally struck in 1900 and 


1901 in Denver, but distributed by Joseph Lesher 
in Victor. Colorado. Most of the imprint types have 



the merchant's name punched, and are from var¬ 
ious cities in Coiorado (Colorado Springs. Cripple 
Creek, Denver, Grand Junction, Pueblo, Salida 
and Victor). Several were made for Nelson and 
Co. of Holdredge, Nebraska. The previously 
known engraved pieces are Goodspeeds & Co., 
H. Stein and H.H. Rosser. The Stein and Rosser 
coins are both engraved in a script, while the 
Goodspeeds & Co. pieces are a block style let¬ 
tering similar to the newly discovered A.W. Clark 
specimen. 

Tom Hallenbeck found through research that 
Alfred W. Clark ran a retail drug store on Santa Fe 
Avenue in Denver from 1894 through 1924, when 
he retired at the age of 63. Mr. Clark had a wife, 
Linda and two daughters, Ethel and Leah, and 
had moved from Connecticut to Denver in 1893. 
The Clark's first residence was 55 South 14th 
Street and then later 724 Franklin Street. It is not 
known whether Mr. Clark was a coin collector, but 
he was not an ANA member. There are no 
records indicating any relationship between Alfred 
Clark and the jeweler named Boyd Park who pur¬ 
chased and was a distributor of Lesher Dollars in 
the Denver area. 

Adna Wilde, who has studied Lesher Medals for 
30 years, said: 

"From Tom Hallenbeck's research on this A.W. Clark 








Lesher, and my examination of the medal, I have con¬ 
cluded that Mr. Clark acquired a Lesher imprint Type, 
Zerbe #5 and either either engraved or had his name, 
profession and addressed added to the known imprint. 
The fact that this is a No. 1 gives the impression that it 
may be the only imprint type with the A.W. Clark 
name. Mr. Lesher did not mention A.W. Clark as a pur¬ 
chaser of his medals, and Mr. Lesher died in 1918. 
With the two Lesher Medals, Stein and Rosser that 
were known in 1920, it is probable that the engraving 
of the A.W. Clark was accomplished after 1920." 

Ken Bressett stated, after closely examining the 
A.W. Clark Lesher, "This is perhaps the most excit¬ 
ing discovery in Lesher Dollars in the last 75 years. 
This piece is absolutely genuine, and the engraving 
seems to be contemporary with the time that Mr. Clark 
was in business. The newly discovered piece has the 
characteristic punch mark on the obverse near the rim 
at approximately 10 o'clock that scholars believe was 
added by Mr. Lesher. What differentiates this medal 
from the Stein or Rosser examples is the merchant's 
name, profession and city, along with ail the documen¬ 
tation put together by Tom Hallenbeck." 

Robert Hoge, ANA Museum Curator, writes, "This 
discovery is a momentous event for Colorado numis¬ 
matic history, and makes one hope further Lesher 
Dollars might show up." 

Tom Hallenbeck purchased the coin from a rep¬ 
utable, knowledgeable and experienced 
California coin dealer. The dealer had discovered 
the piece while appraising and then purchasing 
an estate which included numerous other coins 
and medals including a 1901 Lafayette Dollar. 

The Denver Times newspaper of November 22, 
1900 had article on Lesher under the following 
headline. CLOSED HIS PRIVATE MINT. 

"Mr. Lescher (sic) of Victor started in Opposition to 
Uncle Sam. Mr. Lescher had a very good scheme until 
the government objected. Mr. Lescher was running a 
private mint at which he was coining what he termed 
as "referendum" dollars and they were selling like the 
oft-quoted hot cross buns. 

Mr. Lescher's were not made in imitation of the eagle 
and the lady affairs of the government. But Uncle Sam 
is very jealous of his private concerns and he had 
decided that, according to an old law on his ledger, Mr. 


Lescher was encroaching on his business-unintention- 
ally, be it known, but, nevertheless, encroaching. 

Mr. Lescher is sorry that his business has been 
stopped, he says, as it was just beginning to show signs 
of prosperity. However he will cease operations. His 
500 referendum dollars, with their unique designs, are 
now much in demand and selling far above par. The 
government officials have taken charge of the dies." 

The confiscation of the dies by the government in 
November of 1900 were probably all of the dies 
dated 1900 (Zerbe 1, 2, 3, 4 & 17) which explains 
why Joseph Lesher reduced the size (from 35mm 
diameter to 32mm), the weight (from 1 oz to 412 
1/2 grains) and changed the value (from $1.25 to 
$1.00) of the subsequent Lesher pieces. All of the 
1901 Lesher Dollars are imprint Types with differ¬ 
ent merchant's names either engraved or 
punched in. Of the imprint Type pieces there are 
at least 4 different "No. 1's" and numerous 
unnumbered known examples from several of the 
merchants. 

Mr. Lesher himself kept very poor records and 
seemed not to know how many were minted or 
what merchants were accepting and exchanging 
his coins. In an advertising card put out by Mr. 
Lesher (as late as 1903), he named C.W. Thomas 
of Florence CO as using Lesher Dollars as a 
medium of exchange in their business, but no C. 
W. Thomas examples are known to exist. 

It is probable that the unique A.W. Clark Lesher 
referendum Dollar was engraved for Mr. Clark 
during his lifetime. Since the medals were manu¬ 
factured in Denver it is possible that Mr. Clark was 
acquainted with someone who worked at the nov¬ 
elty works in Denver. The engraving style and 
appearance of this specimen leads Hallenbeck to 
believe that the coin was contemporary to Mr. 
Clark and probably Mr. Lesher. The reason for it's 
engraving is unknown along with the timing.
